The prospect of the isolation of 
Viadivostok must also be met, and it 
is urgently necessary to supply ‘he 
garrison with provisions and ammuni- 
tion, not for a few months only, but 
for two years. 

Two hundred thousand reinforce- 
ments from Russia are now necessary 
to make it possible for the Russians 
to meet the Japanese on anything 
like even terms.

miles from home ts too serious for 
Russian consideration. in view of 
this possibility, the dispatch alluded 
to suggests the advisability of im- 
mediately providing Viadivostok with 
war munitions and supplies for a two- 
year siege. 

That such a dispatch as that sent 
from Guneshu Pass should have been 
permitted to pass the censor at the 


preme command in the Far Hast was 
reconsidered because the outlook at 
the front does not warrant the risk of 
compromising the prestige of a mem- 
ber of the imperial family. 

Military authorities here believe that 
unless Gen. Linevitch is sure of his 
ability to hold the lower Sungari line 
he will risk his whole army if he for- 
tiges and concentrates there, as, if he 
should be defeated, his line of retreat 
lies to two sides of a triangle, the 
third side of which is open to the 
enemy's advance. 

At General Staff headquarters, the 
view that Gen. Linevitch may be com- 
pelled to abandon Harbin and retire 
toward Lake Baal, leaving Viadi- 
vostok to its fate, is regarded as al- 
most umwarranted by anything that is 
officially known there, it being thought 
that Field Marshal Oyama will have 
a long and laborious task to bring up 
an army of 300,000 or 400,000 men. 

Meanwhile, Russian reinforcements 
are arriving at Harbin at the rate of 
1200 men per day. 

Nevertheless, it is significant that 
there is now a well-marked peace party 
at the Winter Palace.

Entire Summer Force of Forest 
Reserves Expected to Assume its 


in the San Gabriel and San Bernardino 
forest reserves has caused the govern- 
ment to order-an Immediate increase in 
the number of forest rangers in those 


has just received authority to place ten 
additional men in service beginning 
April 1, six in the San Gabriel and four 
in the San Bernardino reserve. This 
will make a total of twenty rangers in 
the two reserves. 

. Bs the first of May it is expected 
that the ranger foree will be recrofted 
to its full summer strength, thirty-four 
men, a little more than one-half the 
number being assigned to the San Ga- 
briei range. 
Ordinarily the maximum force is not 
employed until July 1, but the ravages 
o* the storm have made it necessary 
for the rangers to get to work at once 
in order that the tralls may be put in 
concition for the dry summer montha, 
when the danger from Are is greater. 
The regular winter force of ten men 
is too smal! to patrol their territory 
and to repair the trails. 

Ic some places, especially in the San 
Gabriel reserve, slides and washouts 
have obliterated the trails used by the 
rangers in their rounds, while com- 
munication between various points in 
the mountains has been cut off by the 
wrecking of telephone lines. 

In Pacoima Cafion there was a dis- 
astrous washout of the wagon road 
that leads into the mountaina from 
Fernando. This read, which was bullt 
by the rangers almost without expense 
to the government, ie hewn in some 
places through barriers of rock and is 
a Valuable means of access to a beautl-. 
ful bit of mountain country. 

It js expected that the increased force 
of rangers soon will have the trall and 
road Gamage repaired and,that they 
will re@stablish communication on the 
disabled portions of the important 
mountain telephone system, the va- 
rious branches of which make a com- 
bined system seventy miles in length. 
This line is the handiwork of the rang- 
ers. who, in the time they were not en- 
gauged in patrolling and gitarding 
against fire, constructed it at a total 
expense of but 700.

High water in Arizona continued to 
delay Santa Fé and Southern Pacific 
raifroad trains yesterday, those of the 
first-named line reaching Los Angeles 
fron: three to seven hours late, while 
none of the Southern Pacific trains of 
Tuesday, Wednesday or yesterday left 
Yuma until early in the afternoon. 
The trouble of the Southern Pacific 
was at and near the crossing of the 
Colorado River at Yuma. Some bridges 
were damaged apd the track for sev- 
erai miles was rendered impassable by 
the overfiow of the river. 
Eight west-bound trains were held at 
Yuma, while east-bound trains took 
the siding at Indio. Au the belated 
west-bound trains are expected early 
this morning. 
Eust-bound Southern Pacific trains 
are moving as usual. 
The washout at Yuma has placed the 
Southern Pacific in a position similar 
to that of the Santa Fé last week at 
Cajon Pass, when the mail routed over 
that line was held several days. With 
one line always open to the East, how- 


ever, Southern California mail 
ope has suffered only partial par- 
alysis. ~ 


While ite main line is open and 
trains are kept moving over a roadbed 
softened by the storms, the Santa Fé 
has suffered seriously on its branches 
in Arizona, the line between Phoenix 
and Florence particularily being at- 
fected by the wrecking of the bridge 
over the Kalt River at Tempe. 

In its wild rampage the rushing river 
undermined a great concrete pier, 
which, in falling, carried down one of 
the two steel spans that bridge the 
400-foot breadth of the river at that 
point.
